“There has been a great deal of 
‘give and take’ and accommoda- 
tion among the various crafts,” Og- 
den’s report continued.

“The feeling now appears to be 
one of performing only those items 
called for by the specifications 
and taking an extremely dim view 
of doing those bits of accommoda- 
tion that expedite iompleeion of the 
project.” 

The point-by-point report on 
progress of construction also report- 
ed that a swing shift was discon- 
tinued by the contractor as of Oct. 
31.

The planning commission had

In taking their negative stand, 
however, the planners had suggest- 


sion of the case, agreed that strict 
reading of the ordinance did not al- 
low the variance to be issued, but,

L. Belangie, felt “the human factor 
should enter in.” 


Bornfield’s neighbors had all 
signed a petition approving the con- 
struction, and no property owner 
protested. A letter to the council 
signed by J. R. Peterson. president 
of Felton Gables, Inc., indicated the 
Felton Gables group were in favor of 
the plan. 


Councilman Arthur Cobbledick 
was the sole dissenter in the council 
vote, taking the stand that while he 
sympathized with the Bornfields’ 
personal position, the planning com- 
imsion and its stand on the ordi- 
nance should be upheld.
